The land for twenty-five miles on 
each side of the river between Carca- 
jou and the Chutes Is of the fiinest 
kind, says Mr. Kitto. The country is 
of a parklike nature, parts open prai- 
rie and parta lightly wooded. Fully 
two thirds has a eandy black loam 
eoll of the richest nature with a clay 
subsoil. It is covered with immense 
amounts of feed, hay, peavine aod 
wild fodder growing in abundance, 
As yet there are only a few white resi- 
dents. At Alisku, 25 miles west of 
Fort Vermilion, there is a band of 
Beaver Indians who do not do much 
farming, but have large herds of 
horses and have put up a large 
amount of hay this year. 

The fact which Mr. Kitto empha- 
sizes in connection with the country 
above described is that it ts practi- 
cally the same with regard to soil 
and climatic conditions as Fort Ver- 
milion, which is located near its cer 
tre,.and where great yields of the 
fine™ crops have been the almost 
yearly occurrence for a quarter of a 
century. 

At Fort Vermilion the principal 
producers are Sheridan Lawrence, 
Robert Jones, who is in charge of the 
Dominion experimental farm; the 
Paul brothers and the Roman Catho- 
lic Mission.

The country 
hereabouts contains many lakes and 
marshy tracts, with cultivated fields 
betwben. This is ideal ground for the 


ducks. The farmers do not shoot them | 


to any great extent and say that fre- |

quently of late the evidence is plain 
that large flocks of ducks have spent 
th enight among the stooks and have 
eaten and stooled large quantities of 
grain, 

It is the oats which have chiefly 
|suffered and it is the mallard duck 
|which is the chief offender, The mal- 
lards have only learned comparatively 
recently that oats are good eating and 
| that there is a limitless supply in the 
| fields. Gunners report that the crops 


p" |of many ducks.are fond to be gorged 


with oats to such an extent that the 
birds can hardly fly. 

Cel. Bowen and Major Hislop, who

It looked for all the world as 
though a movie “thriller” were hein;

String Beans by Fermentation Method 
To the Editor of Woman's Page: 


Dear Madam—P lease print a recipe 
for fermenting string beans to keep 
them all winter.

The government's formula for fer- 
mented string beans is as follows: 

Wooden kegs, crocks or wide- 
mouthed bottles or glass jars, not suit- 
able for canning, may be used for 
salting beans. 

Do not use any containers of yellow 
or pitch pine. 

Wash thoroughly and steam kegs or 
uther containers to be used 

Select young and tender 
beans. 

Wash the beans, wash off surplus 
water and drain them 

For each 100 pounds of the vege- 
tabie allow three pounds of salt; for 
smaller quantites use the same pro 
portion——three per cent. 

Remove tip ends and strings from 
the beans. 

Cut or break the beans into pieces 
two inches long.

The common test to ascer- 
tain ripeness is to dig a root, then 
try the skin by rubbing it with the 
point of the finger. If the skin lifts 
easily on being touched and there 
is a lot of moisture, the potato is not 
ripe. If it is difficult to rub off and 
has the appearance of being thicker 


and more developed and the tuber is} 


dry, then they may safely be dug. 

it certainly helps the keeping’ if 
they are given a final drying before 
being placed in the cellar, but they 


| must not be exposed directly to the 


sun. Make a shallow hole, run in 
the potatoes and cover with the old 
tops or with straw, taking care that 
the covering is sufficient to guard 
from night frosts. Do not leave too 


long before taking inside, if the wea-! 


ther is good a few days will be plenty. 

The potatoes you lifted which were 
green had been exposed to the light 
and sun when growing. This is the 
reason for “hilling” or earthing up 
potatoes when growing. If the earth 
is not drawn up about the roots the 
tubers are apt to push thelr way 
through the earth, or it may be wash- 
ed away by rain. The green potatoes 
are useless for cooking, but should 
be saved for seed another year,

1, Bitterness in turnips !s develop- 
ed by slow growth or a check in the 
growth of the plant. To be good, 
turnips should be kept growing quick- 
ly, Swedes are rather unsuitable for 
use when young, and when turnips are 
required for general use through the 
summer the white stone or yellow- 
fleshed varieties of turnips should be 
grown. They mature quickly, but 
are subject to worm and disease, and 
will not keep. Nevertheless, suffi- 
cient can always be secured for table 
use, The chief object of growing 
swedes is on account of their storage 
qualities, which allows them to be 
kept through the winter. 
Unless the basement is very 


warm the potatoes will not harm by | 
being stored in the ordinary way in| 


a bin, taking care that they do not 
get too much light. It would be in- 
advisable to cover them too closely 
as such a covering 0. sod would sug 
mest. Potatoes must breathe and if 
covered down too heavy they are apt 
to spoil. If the basement is hot and 
has a window, one plan is to take the 
giass out of the window, tack a coy- 
ering of cheese cloth across on the 
outside of the window frame, then an- 
other covering across the window on 
the inside so that there is double cov- 
ering with an air space between, This 
will exclude the frost. Then get some 
odd lumber, and (in the basement) 
build up a bin go that it will take in 
the window at the top. Afterwards 
place the potatoes in the bin, It is 
said that they will keep from freezing 
in such a w.. until it ls 20 below, but 
the temperature has to be watched 
and when 15 to 29 below precaution 
must be taken to safeguard the pota- 


toes by allowing the heat to reach 
them.

Giants of New York First Won Worid Pennant 29 Years Ago 

It was just twenty-nine years ago, in October, 1888, that the 
well known New York Giants, contenders in this year’s world series, 
won their first National league pennant, and followed up that vic- 
tory by copping the bunting symbolic of the world’s championship. 

New York was a comparatively late comer in professional base. 
ball. While the National league was launched in 1876, many years 
passed before a franchise was granted to Gotham. The big town 
broke into modern profesional baseball] in 1881, with a club in the 
Kastern association. This circuit, however, was no relation of Jim 
O’Rourke’s league of that name. In 1888 the National League 
dropped Troy and Worcester. and put clubs in New York and Phila- 
delphia. The same season the New York Metropolitan joined the 
American association, and captured the pennant, but were defeated 
for the world’s flag by Providence. 

Five years were required to build up the Giants into a pennant 
winning team. William Ewing, commonly called “Buck,” was the 
McGraw of his day who led the Giants to victory. In the 1888 
world’s series the Giants were pitted against the St. Louis club, 
which for the fourth consecutive year had won the American Assodia- 
tion flag. Ten games were played, and six of them went to Ewing's 
mnen, while Comiskeys’ Browns won four. This is the same Comis- 
key who this year hopes to beat the Giants in the world’s series 
with his Chicago White Sox. The fans paid $24,362.10 to see the 
ten games, or u daily average of $2,436.21, which would be consid- 
ered mighty small pickings nowadays,

When the Police Spoiled a Championship Match 

Jem Belcher and Daniel Mendoza were matched for a bout for 
the British championship in Scotland, Oct. 1, 1800. The arrest of 
Mendoza, the Jewish ex-champion, however, put the kibosh on the 
affair. Mendoza was served with a warrant in bed and dragged off 
to the police court, where Sir Richard Ford, the magistrate, bound 
him over to keep the peace. Some of the foremost men of England 
came to his rescue, and the bail was quickly forthcoming, but the 
magistrate insisted that the money would be forfeited if Dan engaged 
in a prize fight anywhere. Counsel for Mendoza pointed out that 
the proposed mill was to take place in Scotland, beyond the magis- 
trate’s jurisdiction, but the judge remained firm and poor old Dan 
had to miss his chance to meet the Bristol boxer. A little later 
Belcher fought Andrew Gamble, an Irishman, and by his victory 
over the man from the Emerald Isle became the recognized cham- 


pion. ‘ . “ 


Today in Pugilistic Annals 
1845—Samuel O'Rourke, former heavyweight champion of Ire- 
land and prominent in the early days of the American ring, died. 
O'Rourke was murdered by a man named Bradw on the Ottawa 
River in Canada. He was one of the first of the Irish school of 
pugilists to come to America, He won the Irish championship in 
the early ’30s. In 1833, after returning to Lreland, he challenged 
Deaf Burke to fight for the British championship. In a bout shortly 
before that Burke had defeated Simon Byrne, and in his challenge 
O'Rourke declared that he would “never rest until he had avenged” 
Byrne, who died of the injuries received in the contest, O'Rourke 
then returned to America and Burke soon followed, and they fought 
in New Orieans. Burke had al Ithe best of it when the crowd inter- 
fered and forced the Deaf 'Un to flee for his life. O'Rourke fought 
14 battles in America and won ali of them except the affair with 
rke.
